but, by: taking up as many as they could meet with, to prevent any Perſons 
goiug to telt the Truth at the Tryal, and confront their Evidence. And any 
man, who conſiders theſe Methods, can never doubt , but that, if they bad 
f but known the Gemen Witneſſes, they would have taken care to have ſtopt 
| their Mouths, and by ſuch Arbirrary V Varrants, have cooped them up cloſe 
Priſoners, from whence they ſhould never have been freed, till the Gemlemen 
had beef hg. And it is very obſervable that theſe Warrants, and Spies,
